covered is very small but the size 
of the herds and the total number of 
cows is large.

Go o d Silag e Demands Care In Cut­ 
ting When the Lo wer Leav es Turn 


Farm ers who are lueky enough* to 
own silos will soon he busily engaged, 
filling them. 
A silo filled with good, 
sweet* ensilage is one of the best a s ­ 
sets a fan n er eau have, but ensilage 
poorly stored 
is not only worthless as 
a feed, but an iudieution as lax meth­ 
ods. 


The storing of ensilage and 
i t s val­ 
ue as a winter feed has long sinee 
passed the experimental stage, 
and 
there is little cause for having poor 
silage. 
Preparation should he made 
to be ready 1«* till when the corn is at 
the proper stage. 


The best stage is made when the 
corn is just beginning to dent, and 
the lower leaves beginning to turn. At 
thi s stage the feed is more nutri­ 
tious than at any other time. 
It is 
better to cut the corn for ensilage too 
ripe than too green, us the green « ¿orn 
is more likely t«> make aeid silage. 


For feeding beef cattle silage made 


from riper corn can be used to better 
advantage than for dairy cattle. The 
green corn contains more moisture, 
and being more succulent, gives bet­ 
ter results when fed to dairy cows, if 
for any reason the corn gets too ripe 
to make*the best silage before it can 
be put in the silo it can he watered 
and will still make good feed. 
The 
most convenient way to 
accomplish 
this is to introduce a hose into the 
blower drum of the cutter, and keep 
a small stream of water flowing into 
the blower while tile corn 
is 
being 
cut. 
Where w ater pressure is not 
available this difficulty can he over­ 
come by elevating a barrel or 
tank 
from which the water can 
flow 
as 
needed. 


It is better to fill the silo slowly, 
and tram p it thoroughly while tilling 
than to till rapidly with a large m a­ 
chine. 
In a silo of average diameter 
the large machines will 
throw 
the 
corn faster than any number of men 
can tram p 
it 
satisfactorily. 
The 
tram ping is of the 
utmost 
impor­ 
tance, and the owner is not justified 
in putting his poorest men or bovs in 


to do the job. 
Tramping silage i 
hard work, and cheap labor, which i 
usually poor labor, will he 
mightly 
apt to shirk the job. 


T h e proper length to cut the corn 


h a s been a subject for much contro- 


e r s \ but in the opinion of the m ajor­ 
ity of feeders, that which is cut in 
the shorter lengths gives the most 
satisfaction, because it packs more 
closely. 
If possible it is a good plan to till 
the si!« ) about hall full 
and 
let 
it 
stand overnight. Even when thorough­ 
ly tramped it will often settle sever­ 
al feet, and more corn can be put in 
than if th« 1 whole amount was put in 
at one« 4. 
Where the farm er owns his 


ow n machine, and is not in a hurry to 
move on to another job, more 
corn 
can be put in a day or two after the 
first filling. 
At filling time the farm er who doc s 
not have a roof on his silo has the 
advantage «>f being able to erect some 
sort of tem porary structure on top 
of his silo, whereby lie is enabled to 
pile up several feet ensilage that will 
eventually settle down and leave him 
a silo full to the top. 
Wire fencing, 
or a strip of canvas can be used in 


t h i s way to good advantage. 
There will always be some 
silage 
spoiled on top, where it necessarily 
comes in contact with the air. 
^ ;i- 
rious methods have been tried to cut 
down the loss of feed, with more or 
ess success. 
It should be remember­ 
ed, however, that the value of 
the 


s i l a g e is not great, as a 
rule 
and 
there E danger of the time and m a­ 
terial used in an effort to cut down 
the loss costing more than the feed is 
worth. 
A plan that lias 
met 
with 
considerable success is to spread a 
layer of oats several inches thick 
o v ­ 
er the top of the silage. The moisture 
arising from the silage is sufficient to 
sprout the oats forming a thick, a l­ 
most airtight mat of roots over the 
surface. 
The efficiency of this meth­ 
od will lie governed by the difference 
in value of the oats used and silage 
that might have been spoiled.

ana, more work will be done in agri­ 
cultural and domestic science in tin 
-mall town and rural schools of Ru 
county the next school y ear than ev­ 
er before. 
The law 
requires 
that 
every rural school next y ear have 
course of domestic science and agri­ 
culture. 


The law* makes it optional with city 
bools as between manual training 
and agriculture. 
The school authori­ 
ties may install either. 
But as re­ 
gards the small town schools, the law 
is rather ambigous. It say s this ehv 
of schools shall 
have a course 
in 
both manual training and agriculture. 
It is felt that it is not the intent oi 
the law. 
All schools in Indiana shall 
have a course in domestic science. 


This does not mean these subject 
will be taught in every grade, but in 
the seventh and eighth 
grades in­ 
struction will be given tin* girls in do­ 
mestic science and the boy s will have 
work in agriculture. 
The 
work in 
manual training is being extended a> 
rapidly a s possibly , but it 
will 
be 
confined for the coming y ear almost 
wholly to the schools of this city , the 
commissioned high schools and con­ 
solidated schools 
of 
this 
county . 
Practically all schools in the county 
open September 14, a week later than 
usual. 


Purdue 
University 
officials 
are 
planning 
to 
co-ojwrate 
with 
the 
school authorities in 
the 
domestic 
science and agricultural work this 
y ear. 
That is the main reason the 
township trustee have joint township 
institutes held instead of having the 
teachers of each township hold sepa­ 
rate institutes. 
The joint institutes 
hae been recommended 
because in 
these joint meetings the teachers will 
have a greater opportunity for the, 
exchange of ideas and the new work 
that Purdue is oversecingean be dis­ 
ced to better advantage, 
urdue 
University 
will 
issue 
monthly bulletins this y ear that will 
be helpful to the teachers of the ru­ 
ral schools. These bulletins will con­ 
form to the course of study for do­ 
mestic science* and agricutural 
work 
ami will give the teachers valuable 
uggestions relative to these topics. 
Indiana educators have studied the 
domestic science problem a sufficient 
cngth of time to enable 
them 
to 
standardize the necessary equipment 
and they have now been able to rec­ 
ommend an inexpensive list of things 
that will be needed in the 
schools 
where this subject is taught. 
The 
township trustees will be furnished 
with a list of 
this 
equipment 
and 
urged 
to 
purchase 
it 
for 
their 
schools. The school authorities have 
learned that it is not 
necessary to 
have a big gas range and every thing 
se in proportion to teach domestic 
science, so with the equipment that 
the rural schools can afford and with 
the suggestions given by Purdue the 
work will be carried on to adantage 
in every section of the county . 
Efforts are constantly being made 
to bring the schools into closer touch 
with the problem of the home and 
the farm. 
It is for that reason that 
greater stress will be laid on domes­ 
tic science and agriculture. 
The de­ 
mand for practical result sis growing 
all the time and the school boy and 
girl of this generation are learning 
how to apply these results as soon as 
the home of the farm is reached.

The 
extravagance of the 
Demo­ 
cratic administration in Indiana has 
ju st cost the taxpayers of the state 
an additional $11,QUO for the admin­ 
istration has finally 
succeeded in 
borrowing $400,000 for six months 
at 54 per cent itnerest.

as yet not clearly known. 
The ad 
ministration said the rate of interest 
asked by the banks was too high 
but the significant fact remains that 
the administration 
has not 
made 
public a particle of information a 
to what hanks 
offered to lend th( 
money or what rate of interest they 
asked. 
Therefore, 
many 
person 
wonder whether any bids really were 
made bv banks for the loan at any 
rate of interest. 


It was pointed out that the state 
probably would be required to borrow 
fully a million dollars before the year 
is out, because the extravagance of 
the Democrats has been so groat that 
they eond not make both ends meet 
even though the Democratic legisla­ 
ture of 1913 increased the state tax 
levy enormonusly. 


Jt was decided that the state wouh 
have to borrow a million dollars bu 
attention has been called to the fact 
that

IN H A B IT A N T S PA Y T H E P R IC E 


Refuse to Interfere With Fire From 


Liege Forts When German In­ 


vaders Attack Them 


( B y U nited P ress.) 
London, (By mail to New York, 
Au g. 28 .)— A graphic story of 
the 
bu rning of tin* Bonselles becau se it 
wou ldn’t interefere with the tire from 
the Liege forts, is told in a letter read 
in Wales by the brother of a Belgian 
soldier. 
“ 1 shall nev er forget the sight of 
it,” the Belgian soldier wrote. 
“One 
hu ndred and thirty hou ses and the 
chu rch 
of Bonselles, forming one 
big blaze in the middle of the night, 
and the poor inhabitants helping the 
soldiers to destroy their own little 
homes and all their contents. 
“ It was abou t ten o’clock when the 
peacefu l 
inhabitants of 
Bonselles 
were abru ptly reminded of the horr­ 
ible significance of the word ‘w ar’. 
An engineering officer, su rrou nded by 
an arm y of ‘sappers’ knocked 
at 
ev ery door, and deliv ered the mess­ 
age that their hou ses had to be bu rn­ 
ed to allow the fort to operate its 
gu ns withou t obstru ction. 
While the 
officer was speaking, sappers were 
already bringing in wood, cotton and 
petrol. 
“The inhabitants abou t the 
forts 
were informed that in time of war, 
necessity might arou se for the offi­ 
cers to destroy their hou ses, bu t in 
this case, they had not been warned 
du ring the afternoon, and most 
of 
them had gone to rest when tlie knock 
on their door came to tell them ot 
their fate. 
“ I cou ld not describe all of the 
scenes I witnessed that night. 
All 1 
remember is women in tears 
and 
children pray ing. 
Some of them im­ 
plored the soldiers to let 
them 
at 
least take their fu rnitu re away and 
threw themselv es at the officers feet. 
Bu t they were gently raised hv the 
arm and led ou tside in the dark. 
“ The soldiers ru shed in and threw 
bu ndles of wood u nder the sta ir­ 
case's, pou red petrol ov er them and lit 
them. 
In an instant the hou se was 
ablaze. 
A woman tried to 
p u s h in 
to sav e some sou v enir, a photograph, 
a cradle, any thing, bu t was ordered 
hack by the soldiers. 
Perhaps her 
own son was among thetn. 
“A man who had ju st been led ou t 
of a hou se and who had been watch­ 
ing with a stu pid liik the progress of 
the fire ru shed away from his wife, 
and children as if mad. 
lie grabbed 
a mass of satu rated cotton and help­ 
ed the soldiers with their work. 
The 
ex ample had been 
ami 
the 
other 
peasants then followed it. 
Then came 
the 
bu rning of 
the 
chu rch. 
Wood and cotton was heap­ 
ed u p as fa r as the altar, and in the 
tower as high as possible. 
A little 
later, all that remained was the scpiare 
tower a high bu rning torch, 
which 
soon listed ov er and came down in a 
clou d of smoke and flames. One hu n­ 
dred and thirty hou ses were destroy ­ 
ed in this way ai^I then all trees in 
the neighborhood were cu t.”

New York, Au g. 28 .— A new au to­ 
nomou s state of 
Poland 
somewhat 
larger in area than the state of Col­ 
orado, with a popu lation approx i­ 
m ating 20,000,000 will he one of t he 
resu lts of the Eu ropean w ar if Ger­ 
many and Au stria are delated by the 
allies. . 
This is the meaning of the Czar’s 
proclamation promising au tonomy to 
a United Poland if the Poles wou ld 
come to Ru ssia’s assistance. 


Poland was the 
second 
largest 
kingdom in Eu rope from the elev enth 
eentu ry to 17 7 2 when Ru ssia, P ru s ­ 
sia and Au stria each seized a por­ 
tion of Polish territory . Other pa rt­ 
itions followed u ntil now, the ancient 
kingdom consists of tlie prov ince ot 
Galicia in Au stro-lfu ngray , the pro­ 
v inces of West Pru ssia and Posen in 
Pru ssia and Poland proper as well 
as the other districts in Ru ssia. 
Ru ssia and Pru ssia hav e treated 
the Poles like 
conqu ered 
people. 
Both cou ntries hav e attempted to 
force their own langu ages ami insti­ 
tu tions on their Polish su bjects by 
military methods. 
Poland has beep 
to Ru ssia, and Posen, where most of 
the German Poles liv e, has been to 
Pru ssia, what the Irish qu estion, he­ 
ló le the passage of the Home Ru le 
* ‘ 
Bill was to England. 
Au stria has treated her Polish in­ 
habitants far more liberally than has 
Ru ssia and Pru ssia, and the pro­ 
v ince of Galicia which is Au strian 
Poland 
has 
enjoy ed 
comparativ e 
freedom. 
M any 
Poles 
hold 
hicl^ 
office in 
thcAu strian 
gov ernment.* 
Many are tru sted 
with 
im portant 
posts in tlie army . 
The Galeian Poles, hitherto hav e 
been against Ru ssia in the present 
war, bu t the Czar’s assu rance that 
Ru ssian, German and Au strian P o­ 
land will he 
reu nited— that 
“tom 
and heeding Poland” will bleed no 
more— u ndou btedly 
will 
cau se 
a 
change in Galicia’s attitu de. 
More sentimental interest is a t ­ 
tached in Galicia to a reu nited P o­ 
land then eleswhere becau se Cracow 
is Galicia’s chief Polish city . 
C ra­ 
cow was the original capital of Po­ 
land, and after the capital was re­ 
mov ed to W arsaw Polish kings con­ 
tinu ed to he crowned in the Galician 
city for 150 y ears. 
Cracow with 
the su rrou nding district was the last 
part of Poland to resist absorption, 
holding ou t as a repu blic u ntil 18 46. 
The Czar’s promise to the Poles to 
restore their langu age, religion and 
history and cu stoms, and to let them 
gov ern themselv es in a u nited pro­ 
v ince u nder Ru ssian imper» il sov ­ 
ereignty ou ght to facilitate the ad ­ 
v ance of the Ru ssian armies throu gh 
the eastern borders of Pru ssia and 
Au stria. 
The Ru ssian troops probably will 
he receiv ed by all Poles as deliv er­ 
ers, and the military consequ ences 
shou ld be considered. 
At the same 
time, the Czar’s promise of liberal­ 
ism will permit England and France 
to answer Germany ’s claim that the 
alliance against her and Au stria is 
being dominated by the spirit 
of 
Ru ssian reaction. 
The Czar’s mov e in offering au to­ 
nomy to Poland is the most import­ 
ant 
strategic 
and 
statesmenlike 
mov e the w ar probably will bring 
forth.

Aldershot, Eng. (By mail to New 
York, Au g 28.)—A hu ge concentra­ 
tion camp for the thou sands of Ger­ 
man su spects who have been rou nd­ 
ed u p by Scotland Yard in all parts 
of England, is being constru cted at 
Blackdown, near here. 
The eorrall, 
which covers 40 acres, is fenced by 
barbed wire stru ng on 10 feet posts. 
Ou stide is another circle of barbed 
wire entanglements and between 
the 
two fences, sentries will pace with 
loaded riiles. 
The prisoners will be 
hou sed in q u arters bu ilt of galvaniz­ 
ed iron, and will be fed on ordinary 
army rations.

Putting Wheat in the Third Week 


in September 


While not mu ch damage has been 
reported by Ru sh cou nty farmers this 
year from the Hessian fly, a nu mber 
of fields are affected. 
In order to 
lessen the danger from the pest the 
following year, wheat 
shou ld 
be 
sown at late as possible and still give 
it time to make su fficient growth be­ 
fore winter s e ts in. 
Co-operation late sowing by all the 
wheat growers in the commu nity, ac­ 
companied hy systematic destru ction 
of stu bble, and other breeding places 


o f the fly, seem to he the best means 
to redu ce the devastation, according 
to repo rts of the department of agri­ 
cu ltu re. 
The wheat shou ld he sown early 
enou gh to allow the plans to become 
well established before winter, yet 
not so early its to allow them to be­ 
come jointed. 
It the first frost is u n­ 
u su ally delayed it wou ld he better to 
plant, even thou gh there still lie dan­ 
ger of inju ry by the fly, for otherwise 
his lo s s e s may be. greater from the 
failu re of you ng, poorly rooted plans 
to su rvive the winter. 
In this latitu de the third week in 
September is tin* best time for sow­ 
ing wheat. The general ru le for seed­ 
ing being that there 
sh o uld he a dif­ 
ference of one day for each ten miles, 
of difference in latitu de, and 
the 
reding 
sh o u ld he 
approximately 
one day earlier for each hu ndred feet 
of Increase in elevation. There is u s­ 
u ally, however, a period o f several 
weeks in all the winter wheat erea 
where sowing may take place with 
abou t equ al resu lts.

The storing of ensilage and its val- 


ue as a winter feed has long since 
jiassed the experimental stage, 
and 


there is l i t l l e cause tor having poor 
silage. 
Preparation should he made 


to lie ready to lill when the corn is al 
Ihe proper stage. 


The best stage is made when (he 


corn is just beginning lo denl, and 
the lower leaves beginning lo turn. At 
this stage the feed is more nulri- 
tions t h a n al any oilier time, 
ll is 


heller lo cut the corn for ensilage loo 
ripe t h a n loo green, as the green corn 
is more likely to make acid silasre. 


Foi' feeding beef catlle silage made 


from riper corn can be used to better 
advantage than for dairy cattle. The 
green corn conlain* more moisture, 
and being more succulent, gives hot- 
ter rcMiIls when fed to dairy cows, if 
for any reason the corn gets too ripe 
to make-the best silage before it can 
he put in the silo il can be watered 
and will still make good feed. 
The 


most convenient way to 
accomplish 


this is to introduce a hose into the 
blower drum of the cutler, and keep 
a small stream of water flowing into 
the blower while the corn 
is 
being 


cut. 
Whore water pressure is not. 


available this dilliculty can be over- 
come by elevating a barrel or tank 
from which the water can 
flow 
as 


needed. 


It is belter to lill the silo slowly, 


and trainp it thoroughly while lilling 
than to lill rapidly with a large ma- 
chine. In a silo of average diameter 
the large machines will 
throw the 


corn faster than any'number of tnon 
can tram]) 
it 
satisfactorily. 
The 


tramping is of ihe 
utmosl 
impor- 


tance, and the owner is not justified 
in putting his poorest meu or boys in 


to do the job. 
Tramping silage i- 


hard work, and cheap labor, which Se- 
nsually poor labor, will be 
mightly 


apt. to shirk Ihe job. 


The proper length to cut the corn 


has been a subject for much conlro- 
er.-y but in the opinion nf the major- 
ity of feeders, that which is cut in 
the shorter lengths gives the most 
satisfaction, because it packs more 
closely. 


I T possible il is a good plan to till 


the silo about half full 
and 
lei 
il 


stand overnight. Kvon \vhenlImroiigh- 
ly tramped it will often settle sever- 
al feet, and more corn can be put in 
than it the whole amount was put in 
at once. Where the farmer owns his 
own machine, and is not in a hurry to 
move on to another job, more corn 
can be put in a day or two after the 
first filling. 


At filling time the farmer who does 


not have a roof on his silo has the 
advantage of being able to erect some 
sort of temporary structure on top 
of his silo, whereby he is enabled to 
pile up several foot ensilage that will 
eventually settle down and leave him 
a silo full to the top. Wire fencing, 
or a strip of canvas can be used in 
this way to good advantage. 


There will always be some 
silage, 


spoiled on top. where it necessarily 
comes in contact with the air. 
Va- 


rious methods have boon tried to cut 
down the loss of feed, with more or 
ess success. It should be remember- 
ed, however, that the value of 
the 


silage is not great, as a rule 
and 


there is danger of the time and ma- 
terial used in an effort to cut down 
the loss eo.-ting more than the feed is. 
worth. 
A plan that has 
met 
with 


considerable success is to spread a 
layer of oats several inches thick ov- 
er the top of the silage. The moisture 
arising from tho silage is sufficient to 
sprout the oats forming a thick, al- 
most airtight mat of roots over the 
urface. The efficiency of this nieth- 
id will he governed by the difference 
ill value of the oats used and silage 
that might have been spoiled.'

'•1 shall never i'orsvl the sight of 


it." the Belgian soldier wrote. "One 
hundred and thirty houses and the 
church 
ol l»onsel]es, forming one 


big hla/e in the middle of the night, 
and the poor inhabitants helping the 
soldiers to destroy their own little 
homes and all their contents. 


"It was about ten o'clock when the 


peaceful 
inhabitants of 
liouselles 


were abruptly reminded of the horr- 
ible significance of the word 'war'. 
An engineering ollicer. surrounded liy 
an army of 'sappers' knocked 
at. 


every door, and delivered the mess- 
age t h a t their houses had to he burn- 
ed to jillow the fort to operate its 
guns without obstruction. While the 
otliccr was speaking, sappers were 
already bringing in wood, cotton and 
jietrol. 


"The inhabitants about the 
forts 


were informed t h a t in time of war. 
necessity might arou>e for the olli- 
cers to destroy their houses, but ill 
this ca^e. they had not been warned 
during the afternoon, and most 
of 


them had gone to rest when the knock 
on their door came to tell them ol 
their fate. 


"1 could not describe all of the 


scenes I witnessed that night. 
All 1 


remember is women ill tears 
and 


children praying.

This is the meaning of! the Czar's 


proclamation promising autonomy to 
a United Poland if the Poles would 
come to Russia's assistance. 


Poland was the 
second 
largest 


kingdom in Kurope from the eleventh 
century to 177'-! when Kussia. Prus- 
sia and Austria each seized a por- 
tion of Polish territory. Other part- 
itions followed uuti! now. the ancient 
kingdom consists of the province of 
Galieia in A\islro-lfuiigray, the pro- 
vinces of West Prussia and Poseu in 
Prussia and Poland proper as well 
as the other districts in Russia. 


Kussia and Prussia have treated 


the Poles like 
conquered 
people, 


lioth countries have attempted to 
force their own languages and insti- 
tutions on their Polish subjects by 
military methods. Poland has been., 
to Kussia. and Posen. where most of 
the German Poles live, has been to 
Prussia, what the Irish question, be- 
fore the passage of! the Home Rule 
Hill' was l.i Kngland. 


Austria has treated her Polish in- 


habitants far more liberally than has 
Russia and Prussia, and the pro- 
vince of Galieia which is Austrian

The Galcian Poles, hitherto have 


been against Russia in the present

and heeding Poland'' will bleed no 
more—undoubtedly 
will 
cause 
a 


change in Galicia's altitude. 


More sentimental interest is at- 


tached in Galieia to a reunited Po- 
land then eleswhere because Cracow 
is Galicia's chief Polish city. 
Cra- 


cow was the original capital of Po- 
land, and a f t e r the capital was re- 
moved to Warsaw Polish kings con- 
tinued fo be crowned in the Galiciau 
city for loO years. 
Cracow with 


the surrounding district was the last 
part of Poland to resist absorption, 
holding out as a republic until 184(i. 


The Czar's promise to the Poles to 


restore their language, religion and 
history and customs, and to let them 
govern themselves in a united pro- 
vince under Russian impervil sov- 
ereignty ought to facilitate' the ad- 
vance of the Russian armies through 
the eastern borders of Prussia and 
Austria. 


The Russian troops probably will 


be received by all Poles as deliver- 
ers, and the military consequences 
should be considered.

time, the Czar's promise of liberal- 
ism y.-i!l permit England and France 
to answer Germany's claim that the
